E X P E D I T I O N OF CO LU M BU S. 
An extract from Mr. I r t i n g 'h new work, 


“ Lite and Voyages of the Companions of 
Columbus,” giving an account of the wri­ 
ter’s visit to Palot, has appeared in seve­ 
ral of tho papers ; but tho subject is so at­ 
tractive, and the style so captivating, that 
we cannot refrain from copying the fallow­ 
ing. 
At the point when wo commence our 
extract, Mr- Irving had proceeded in com­ 
pany with Don Juan Fernandez Pinzon, a 
descend» ni ofone of the Companions ot' the 
Great Discoverer, to visit the port where I 
the expedition was fitted out. 
The Haci­ 
enda mentioned is a country seat of Don 
Juan, near Palos, his usual residence being 
ai Moguer, a little city ubout n league from 
Palos, and which has withdrawn to it-u lt 
the principal part of itsmhubitants.—.V. J’. 
Atlas. 


“ We drove along the tlat grounds 
bordering the Tinto. 
T he river was on 
our right, while on the left was a range 
of hills, jutting out into promontories, 
one heyoo.l the other, and covered with 
vineyards and fig-trees. 
The weather 
was serene, the air soft and balmy, and 
the laudscape of that gentle kind calcu­ 
lated to put one in a quiet and happy 
humour. 
We passed close by the skirts 
of Palos, and drove to the Hacienda, 
which is situated at some little distance 
from the village, between it and the riv­ 
er. 
T h e house is a low stone building, 
well whitewashed, and ot great length ; 
one end being lilted up as a summer 
residence, with salgons, bedrooms, and a j 
domestic chapel ; and the other as a 
bodega, o r inagaame lor the reception 
of the wine produced on the estate. 


T h e bouse stands on a hill, amidst 
vineyards, which are -opposed to cover 
a part of the site of the a.icient town of 
Palos, now shrunk to a miserable vil­ 
lage. 
Beyond these v neyards, outlie 
crest of adislaot hill, are seen the ttb>le 
walls of the convent ol La Kabida, nsiug 
above a dark wood of pme trees.

T he vety ,isp«ct ot the land 
scape, so tranquilly Im .mill'd, had 
effect upon me, and .*# I p..r*-d the deser­ 
ted shore by the sole ol .« di -c-endaiil ol 
one of the discovei ei s, 1 lelt my lieail 
swelling with emotions, and my et e> til­ 
ling with tears. 


What surprised me was to find no 
semblance 
of a 
v;«poit ; there «a< 
neither wharf nor laiiuin^-place—tioih- 
ing but a naked river I’ .nk. uuli the 
hulk of a lerry-boat, which 1 na« told 
carried passengers to Huelva, lying hifili 
and dry ou the sand-, deserted by the 
tide. 
Palos, though it has doubtless 
dwindled away ironi i ' s ioriner M/.e, can 
never have been unpoitant as to e«tent 
I and population. 
If it pusst't^ed waic- 
( houses on the beach they hate di«ap 
peared. 
It is at present a mere village 
of the poorest kind, and lies iu «r a 
qua ter of a mile Irom the fiver, in a 
| hollow among hills. 
It contains a few 
1 hundred inhabitants, who subsist prm- 
: cipally by labouring in I he tiehls ;;n<I 
I vineyards. 
Its ra< «■ of tneirh.mis and 
: mariners is extinct. 
1 lu re are no 
sets belonging (o the place,noi any show 
of trafTic, excepting at the Season of ti mt j 
and wine, when a few mystics nndoth 
er light barks anchor in the n u r to 
collect the produce ot the neighborhood. 
The people aie totally ignorant, and it 
is probable that the greater part of them 
scarce know even he name America — 
Such is the place Irom whence sallied 
forth the enterprize lor the discovery 
of the Western World! 


W e were now summoned to hreakfa«t 
in a little saloon ot the hacienda. 
T he 
table was covered with natural luxuries 
produced upon the spot-—tine purple and 
muscatel grapes Irom the adjacent vine­ 
yard, delicious melons Irom the garden, 
and generous wines made on the estate 
T h e repast was heightened by the genial 
manners of my hospituble h o -t.u h o ap 
peared to possess the most envinhlc 
cheeifulness ol spirit and simplicity of 
heart. 


Alter breakfast we set off in the calesa j 
to visit the Convent of Lu Kabida, wloch 
it about halt a league distant.

the vineyards and was deep and sandy.
